Kleven minutes from the 
break, Wycombe scored the 
goal they always threatened 
when Anthony crossed into 
the box and Andy Wil- 
liams was covering two 
Wycombe players close to 
the post. The ball sped past 
the clutch of waiting feet 
and fell to Horseman ten 
yards out who had only to 
push the ball into the net. 

Bullock, substituting for 
Draper after the interval, 
immediately gave Weald- 
stone their best chance as 
he pushed a through ball to 
Bremer who hit on the run 
and smashed against the 
post, soe 

Wealdstone ‘improved, but 
Suddaby turned in a mas- 
terly defence performance 
blotting out Peddie com- 
pletely. and giving Swaine 
and Bremer scant openings. 

Twenty minutes from 
time Horseman could have 
put the result beyond doubt 
but he failed to control 
when perfectly-placed. 

Bob Williams kicked off 

the line twice as Wycombe 
became more persistent and 
Wealdstone tired. On the 
second occasion, Andy Wil- 
liams was rolling in the mud 
and how the ball did not 
reach the net we will never 
know. 
' A Hutchinson: header and 
yet another amazing goal- 
mouth mix-up saw the end 
to a hard fair match in 
which Wycombe were al- 
ways dominant. 

Gate, Delaney and Sud- 
daby provided the best de- 
fence seen at Lower Mead 
this term and had it not 
been for Doyle, Moxan and 
Montague, Wealdstone 
would have gone down by a 
larger margin.
